Last week we received a lettei 
om U. S. Deputy Marshal Downs 
stationed at Biairsville, stating 
that the report made by John 
Fields concerning the revenue offi- 
cers conduct while recently in that 
district, as afterwards published m 
the Nugget, was false. The fol- 
lowing is what Ben Swain, one of 
the men arrested at the time, has 
to say: 

Walnut, Ga., July 28, '98. 
Ep. Nugget: — 

W T ill you. please print the facts 
of the abusing of the revenue pris- 
oners on the headwaters of Ches - 
tat.ee river? 

Deputy Marshal Downs, H, F. 
King and Ben Allison visited this 
section from Biairsville on the 
12th. They found in and near an 
illicit distillery Ben Self, Hansom 
Porter and myself who they arres- 
ted and while the prisoners, Self 
and Porter, were hancuffed and 
left in charge of H. F. King, Mr. 
Downs made him a bed in the north 
side of the pen, while King made 
the two boys that were handcuffed 
a bed on some boards and cloth; 
that were over the singling stand. 
They were lying on the east side 
of the pen, while Allison placed 
himself on the cask of whiskey 
near- the boys in front of the fire. 
King and myself lay on the west 
side of the pen. After some time 
had passed everything was quiet. 
The boys say that they had gone 
to sleep, Allison picked up a board 
the end of which was burning and 
struck the boys, making the fire 
fly every stroke, whieh roused 
them up. Then everything quie- 
ted down and the boys say they 
went to sleep again. Some half an 
hour after this Allison picked up 
another board and stepping over 
where King and I were lying 
struck me. I arose and told him 
that he had struck the wrong boy; 
that I would mix it with him. 
About that time King arose and 
stepped, in between us and said to 
me, "Hold on, I will defend you." 
and said, "Ben Allison, you're act- 
ing the d— n fool. Go back, 
down. I'll show you how it is to 
be striking prisoners with boards. 1 
Allison said, "King, you have said 
something that you will have to 
take back." King said, "I have 
aid nothing to take back." Alli- 
son then drew his pistol and shot at 
King but he knocked the pistol off 
and prevented it from taking ef- 
fect in his breast. By that time 
we all got in a huddle. King jump- 
ed over the pen and as he went Al- 
lison fired the second time, which 
he said filled his face full of sm< 
so much so that he could not 
for some time. Allison lit out of 
the pen and got behind some tim- 
ber and laughed one of those mean 
laughs of his. Then King and my 
self left the place and went down 
to ray house and remained until 
light next morning. After 
eating our breakfast we made our 
way to Biairsville where we re- 
mained seven days before we got 
any trial. I think that Mr. A 
sou ought to be

eventually became affected. The little 
round si mis first appeared on the pods 
when about half grown and the pods 
turned dark and seemed to shrink up 
around those spots. Sometimes they 
were pink and again red. If there is 
any way of preventing this I want to 
begin in time this year. What is the 
disease, and is there any remedy ? 

Answer.— The disease which you de- 
scribe is anthracnose, and the best pre- 
ventive after the beans are planted is 
Bordeaux mixture, with which the plants 
sprayed. But a better pre- 
ventive still is to plant only bright 
plump seed. As the disease lives in the 
from one season to another, all 
seed should be carefully examined and ' 
only the perfectly sound ones used. All 
which are shriveled or imperfect should 

rejected.— State Agricultural Depart- 

Handling Jjate Potatoes. 

Those who have rather late ground 
i which potatoes are to be planted will I 
" it worth while to sprout the seed 
now. Merely set them in 
light place and let them send out shoots 
about 3 inches long. As 
ground can be worked plant the pota- 
toes, handling them carefully, so as not 
to break off the shoots, allowing one 
sprout to each piece of seed. In this 
way potatoes can be raised on late land 
in rly land by the ordinary 
method.— Exchange. 

Chemical Weed Destroyer. 
Professor Shutt of the experiment 
farms at Ottawa, Canada, recommends 
the following very simple compound for 
destroying weeds and grass: Two 
pounds of sulphate of copper, or blue I 
vitriol, and 6 gallons of hot water.

A SALTY REPLY. 

Deputy Marshal John Downs 
Answers the Nugget, 

Blairsville, Ga., July 24, '98, 
To The Republican: 

In a recent issue of the Dahlon- 
ega Nugget, a paper published 
by W. B. Townsend, appears a 
statement containing a malitious 
and uncalled for attack upon my 
character as a U. S. Dey>uty Mar- 
shal. This statement is as follows: 

Townsend bases this attack upon 
a statement he claims to have been 
made by John Fields jr., a son-in- 
law of the notorious blockader, 
Francis Seabolt, and himself of the 
same charactei. We went into 
Lumpkin county expecting to 
catch this fellow Fields at the dis- 
tillery, but the chance woold have 
it, we only found Ben Swaim, R. 
C. Porter and Ben Self. It was 
after midnight when we arrested 
these men, and knowing the local- 
ity to be infested with moonshin- 
ers of the most reckless character. 
I decided it would be best to keep 
my prisoners at the still house un- 
til daylight. I had with me, as 
posse men, T. H. King and Ben 
Allison. We found the still in 
operation, but drew the fire and 
stopped it. -We also found one 

"John Fields, Jr. , of Ohestatee dis- 
trict, who was in town yesterday re- 
ports some very had conduct last 
Tuesday by John Downs, Deputy 
Marshal and H. F. King and Ben 
Alison, who visited that section from 
Blairsville to perform some official 
work last Tuesday morning. They 
found in an illicit distillery Ben Swaim, 
Ben Self and a son of Kenny Porter, 
who they arrested and while the pris- 
oners were handcuffed the officers 
abused them, threw fire on them and 
struck them with boards. Then the 
officials got up a row between them- 
selves and shot at each other several 
times but their drunken condition pre- 
vented them from being good marks- 
men and no one was hurt. Then 
they left the still in operation and car- 
ried the prisoners to Blairsville, a mile 
or so farther than it is to Dahlonega, 
where they were put in jail without 
any warrant and where they will have 
to remain without being able, to a;ive 
bond until one can he sent to Atlanta 
and approved by the authorities there.

60 per cent. It is estimated that 
30 per cent will be paid by the 
fairly well to do and 10 per cent 
by the rich.

CROPS IN GEORGIA 
HELPED BY RAINS 

No Further Cultivation After 
This Date Kequired. 

WORK FOE COMINa MONTH 

Commissioner of Agriculture Neshltt 
Urges Continued Activity In Carry- 
ing Out All Plans Formulated at 
the Beginning of the Year. 

Department of Agriculture, 
Atlanta, Aug. 1, 1898. 
The widely distributed rains, follow- 
ing the long continued drouth, have 
caused some shedding of the cotton, 
and, in some instances, came too late to 
rescue the corn crop, but, as a rule, 
crops throughout the state are in good 
condition and further cultivation after 
this date is not only unnecessary, but 
might prove actually hurtful. The 
"laying by" of these standard crops 
should not mean a cessation of farm 
activity, nor an entire abandonment of 
the plans so carefully formulated in the 
beginning of the year. Fortunately for 
Georgia the strictly "cotton farm," ex- 
cept in rare instances, is a thing of the 

In nearly all sections of the state 
there is hay to be saved, orchards and 
vineyards to be looked after, cattle and 
hogs to receive the proper care, and 
lastly, fall crops to be prepared for. 
Another important branch of his work, 
to which the average farmer has been 
so far woefully indifferent, is the de- 
struction of the various insect enemies, 
which are beginning to infest our fields 
and depredate on our crops. To keep 
these in check it has become necessary 
that each individual farmer wage 
an incessant warfare on them. At 
this season much may be done to des- 
troy their breeding places. In the 
stubble fields, in the fence corners and 
in many byplaces they will be found 
entrenched, preparing for their winter 
accommodation in order to be ready in 
the spring to start out on their destruc- 
tive work with the first warm days. If 
neglected now the result will be an as- 
tonishing increase in numbers and in 
the amount of injury to various crops. 

In Tennessee in 1894 the chinch bug 
was observed in different sections of 
the state, but not in numbers sufficient 
to cause any alarm and no precautions 
were taken to prevent their reappear- 
ance. In 1895 a territory of nearly GOO 
square mil«s was literally covered by 
these depredators, and the farmers in 
this section not only sustained great loss 
by the aotual injury to their crops, but 
were compelled to at considerable ex- 
pense destroy the hordes of bugs which 
infested every part of their fields. We 
need not therefore lay the flattering 
unction to our souls that the season of 
"laying by" is a season of entire "rest." 
While there may be a comparative let 
up in the driving work necessary to the 
proper management of your standard 
crops there are still various farm oper- 
ations just as important which should 
not be "laid by." Indeed, after nearly 
40 years' experience on the farm, we 
have come to the conclusion that, for 
the up-to-date farmer, "laying by time" 
comes only when life itself ceases. 

FALL CROPS. 

Because we have failed in one or even 
two trials with crimson clover we should 
not abandon the attempt to grow it. It 
is certainly a most valuable adjunct to 
our forage supply, besides performing 
for our lands during the winter the 
work which the pea crop accomplishes 
in the summer, namely, storing up both 
humus and nitrogen for future crops. 

The general mistake in planting fall 
oats and rye, two of our most impor- 
tant crops, is that they are put in too 
late and the land is not made rich 
enough. If the seed are put in early 
and the crop forced forward by high 
manuring, the result is usually most 
satisfactory. In very cold weather it is 
always the rich spots which escape, 
sometimes when the poor thin spots 
are entirely killed out. The pres- 
ent year the spring oats were an entire 
failure, while the fall crop was unusu- 
ally fine. August is none too early to 
begin the preparations for all crops to 
be sown in the fall. After the laud is 
thoroughly broken it should be har- 
rowed and reharrowed until smooth 
and fine. Time was when the prepara- 
tion and cultivation of our lands, though 
of the rudest and most imperfect 
character, produced phenomenal crops, 
because the virgin soil abounded in the 
elements of plant food. But today, 
thoughtful farmers realize the fact that, 
even in our incomparable climate, 
where we can produce two or three 
crops on the same laud each year, the 
time has passed when muscle can count 
against brain. All over the state we 
begin to see the evidences of this. 
BRAIN WORK. 

Intelligent energy is taking the place 
of mere plodding. The farmers who 
have a well defined, thoroughly studied 
plan, which they follow with unfailing 
pertinacit.v, are the men who are forg- 
ing to the front in successful agricult- 
ure. Scrence, by its discovery of com- 
plete plant foods, and by its equally im- 
portant findings as to the food require- 
ments of different crops, points'out the 
means, but it remains for the farmer to 
take hold of these means pod by ju- 
dicious rotation of crops, thorough 
preparation of the land and proper 
cultivation, to promote the chemical i 
changes necessary to the most profitable j 
development of his business. Some of 
the results of such careful methods are 
seen in the yields of wheat and oats 
reported to this department -the present 
year, larger than ever before, in some 
cases almost phenomenal. 

THE STANDARD BALE. 

Equally important with the careful 
saving and baling of our cotton is the 
necessity of meeting the complaints 
made by the various transportation com- 
panies and mills against the dill'oiciir 
sizes of our American bales. The loss 
of space in storing these bales, and the 
generally damaged condition in which

The discriminations which may be j 
made against our cotton on account of j 
these objections may amount in the ag- i 
gregate to an incredible sum. It has , 
been found after several tests that the 
best size for convenience of handling I 
and storing is the bale made from a J 
press measuring 24 inches in width by 
54 inches in length. This is the size ad- 
vocated by all the cotton growers' asso- 
ciations. This size, 24x54, has been 
found to press to a greater density, and 
after being compressed for final ship- 
ment the original bagging will entirely 
cover the compressed bale and thus 
much of the injury from the rough 
handling of our cotton will be pre. 
vented. 

All this redounds to the interest of 
the farmer, because all the extra ex- 
penses from waste of space, higher in- 
surance and actual waste of cotton are 
charged against his cotton in the gen. 
eral account, and any method which 
will reduce these expenses will add that 
much to the price. 

In a circular addressed to the ginnera 
of the south, issued by J. H. Sloan of 
Augusta, Ga., one of the leading cotton 
men of the south, he says that our cot- 
ton, as a rule, reaches the European 
manufacturers in such badly damaged 
condition that they refuse to pay a good 
price for it. He has made a study of 
this subject and is in a position which 
gives him every opportunity of ascer- 
taining its true status. In his address 
to the ginners he says: 

We take the liberty of calling your 
attention to the importance of exerting 
all our efforts in favor of the adoption 
of the standard size cotton bale, which 
is a bale made in a press box, measuring 
on the inside 24 inches wide by 54 inches 
long, and deep enough to make a bale 
weighing about 500 pounds. 

It is well understood that the more 
cotton that can be stowed in a steamer, 
the less the freight and consequently 
the more the cotton grower will receive 
for his crop. It naturally seems that 
a few inches in the size of bales would 
make no difference, but a few inches 
running irregularly through an ocean 
steamer amounts to a great loss of space, 
and in stowing bales of irregular sizes, 
they are so screwed in odd shaped spaces 
as to often break, and nearly always are 
torn and twisted out of shape by the 
time they reach the foreign ports. The 
lost spaces also form air passages and 
in case of a fire the damage is much 
greater, consequently the insurance is 
higher than it should be. The same 
complaints are made by the railroads 
and by the mills when they put their 
cotton in warehouses. 

We think we have fully explained the 
reasons for this change, and that it is 
to your interest to do all that is in your 
power to have every one make this 
change by next season. As a general 
rule, the press boxes will have to be 
made smaller, either one way or both. 
This can be done with very little ex- 
pense by lining the inside with boards, 
one lining on another where the size is 
to be reduced several inches. Then the 
follow block can be sawn off to fit the 
box. The cost of making this change 
iu most cases will not exceed $5.00. 

We have received letters from a ma- 
jority of the ginners in our territory, 
and they promise to alter their press 
boxes to the standard size. We re- 
spectfully solicit the co-operation of all 
growers and those interested in the 
cotton crop, to urge upon the ginners 
the importance of making all bales of 
the standard size, as the success of this 
movement and the benefits to be derived 
from it depend upon them. We are 
confident that a large majority of the 
ginners will make this change, but it ia 
necessary that the change be as near 
universal as possible. 

Let farmers interest themselves in 
this, to them, vital question, and urge 
upon their ginners the importance of a 
uniform size for press boxes.

Washington, August 12— Im- 
mediately after the protocal had 
been perfected by the signatures 
of Ml.

Whereas, By a protocal con- 
cluded and signed August 12, 
1898, by William E. Day,secretas 
ry of state of the United States, 
and his excellency, Jules Cambon, 
ambassador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the Republic of 
France, at Washington, respect- 
ively representing for this pur- 
pose the government of the United 
States and the government of Spain 
the United States and Spain have 
formally agreed upon the terms by 
which establishment of peace be- 
tween the two countries shall be 
undertaken, and 

Whereas, It is in said protocal 
agreed that upon its conclusion and 
signature hostilities between the 
two countries shall be suspended, 
and that notice to that effect shall 
be given as soon as possible by 
each government to the comman- 
ders of its military and naval 
forces; 

Now, therefore, I, William Mc- 
Kinley, president of the United 
States, do in accordance with the

So far as is known, the last pub- 
lic speech made by Hon. Jefferson 
Davis before his demise was at 
Mississippi City, in the early 
spring of 1888. The speech had 
not been previously prepared by 
Mr. Davis, as he was called upon 
unexpectedly to address a political 
meeting in which rival factions had 
attempted to inject a great deal of 
bitterness. Coming from the man 
who was president of the Confed- 
erate States, the address of Mr. 
Davis is worthy of preservation in 
history- Here it is: 

"Mr. Chairr".?.: zzl Fellow Cit- 
izens: Ah, pardon me, the laws of 
the United States no longer per- 
mit me to designate you as fellow 
citizens, but 1 am thankful that I 
may address you as my friends. I 
feel no regret that 1 stand before 
you this afternoon a man without 
a country, for my ambition lies 
buried in the grave of the Confed- 
eracy. There has been consigned 
not only my ambition, but the 
dogmas upon which that govern- 
ment was based. The faces I see 
before me are those of youne men; 
had I not known this I would not 
haye appeared before you. Men 

whose hands the destinies of our 
southland lie, for love of her I 
break my silence to speak a few 
words of respectful admonition.. 
The past is dead; lot it bury its 
dead, its hopes and its aspirations; 
fore you lies the future — a future 
full of golden promise; a future of 
recompense for honorable prom- 
ise; a future of expanding national 
glory, before which all the world 
shall stand amazed. Let me be- 
seech you to lay aside all rancor, 
all bitter sectional feeling, and to 
take your places in the ranks of 
those who will bring about a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished— 
a reunited country.

Queer Pension Ruling. 

It is alleged that a veteran of the 
war between the states who has 
volunteered to fight against Spain 
has been notified by this govern- 
ment that his pension has been 
canceled. 

In explanation of this act the 
government official explains that if 
the yeterim is able-bodied enough 
to fight Spaniards he is not entitled 
to further consideration as a pen- 
sioner. 

This is very encouraging to sol- 
diers of the late war who moved 
by patriotism, desire to aid the 
United states in conquering a for- 
eign foe. As a reward for bravery 
and as an inducement to come to ' 
the aid of his country the old sol • 
dier is deprived of the pension 
given him for services in a former 
war.

pend hostilities. Havana, Manila 
and Shu -Juan^ which have been the 
scenes of much suffering and diss 
tress, on account of the blockade, 
will now have relief. The block-

less moisture tlae damage will be 
very serious. Complaints are coming 
from various points of rust, black 
rot, blight, shedding, etc., and all these 

aggravated by excessive rain, par- 
ticularly on the light lands of the state. 
The fields are generally too wet to plow, 
and grass is getting troublesome in 

i localities. The crop, is just at its 
critical stage, and the next few weeks 
will decide as to the result. At this 
date I think the outlook poor for a full, 
crop in Georgia. Fair weather, with 
occasional moderate rains, is what the. 
plant needs now, but in place of these 
we are having cloudy weather wi-h 
heavy rains. 

CORN. 

This crop has improved wonderfully 
in the past few weeks, and the state is 
now almost sure of a. plentiful supply 
of this, our most valuable grain crop. 
The very early corn in South and Mid- 
dle Georgia has been seriously injured 
by the dry weather of May and June, 
and yet in .many cases this corn, with a 
dwarfed stalk, and looking as though it 
would make nothing, has been revived, 
has put out bold shoots and will make 
throe-fourths of a good crop. The very 
early corn is but a small proportion of 
the crop, and the rest is making all that 
the land and cultivation given it renders 
possible. Some reports state that cer- 
tain counties will make double the crop 
made last year, and all report excellent 
prospects. A large crop is now assured 
m South and Middle Georgia, "and two 
more woeks will make the crop safe in 
Forth Georgia. There has been some . 
injury to bottom lands from excess of 
moisture and inability on that account 

> work them, but in the aggregate this 

}es not amount to much. 

FRUIT. 

The watermelon crop, most of which 
_ as been shipped, has proved rather dis- 
appointing. The crop has been abun- 
dant and the shipments probably an 
average in the number of carloads, but | 
the melons have, as a rule, been small 
and the prices therefore low,. leaving 
but little profit for the grower. Some 
&io melons are now going north, c d 
which the growers should realize fair 
profits. 

The peach crop of the state is the ■ 
largest ever grown within her borders, 
and the fruit never was so free of 
worms and other insects and diseases. 
The mistake made by most of the grow- 
ers was in leaving too much fruit on th« 
trees, and this with want of rain in 
June causes the peaches to be smaller 
than usual. The growers have in some 
cases met with much loss by inability 
to obtain crates, the crate manufactu- 
rers being unable to supply the enor- 
mous demand. The growers should be 
prepared for this and like . emergencies 
by having at hand drying and canning 
plants, and when it is either impossible 
or unprofitable to ship their fruit they 
could then can or dry it. There should- 
be no waste of a product for which the 
demand is so great. 

Grapes are fine and abundant all over 
the state and are being largely shipped 
to the northern markets. The pear 
crop is short, owing chiefly to blight, 
for which there has as yet been found 
no remedy. Georgia apples will ho 
scarce, the crop being very poor in most 
of the apple counties, only here and 
thero a fair crop being found. 

POTATOES, CASE, PEAS, ETC. 

These minor crops, as they are called, 
(though of great importance and se 
to the farmers) are all doing well, 
that the rains have started them to 
growing, and the prospect is excellent 
for an abundant yield of each 
of them. The area sowed in 
peas is large, and it is evident that 
Georgia farmers have learned that there 
is no cheaper or better method for keep- 
ing up the fertility of their lands than 
by sowing annually in cow peas every 
available acre on their farms. Past- 
ures have greatly improved in the past 
few weeks and are now very fine. Gar- 
dens doing well also, as regards the 
later vegetable_s. 
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|s a vigorous feeder and re^ 
>ponds well to liberal fertiliza- 
tion. On corn lands the yield 
increases and the soil. improves 
if properly treated with fer- 
tilizers f-ontaining not under

Death of Mrs. O. C. Town- 
send. Oldest Resident 
of the Count}. 

Mrs. Orphy C. Townsend, the 
oldest resident of Lumpkin county, 
died last Friday morning a short 
time after eating breakfast, while 
sitting in a rocking chair. She 
seemed to be in her usual health 
but soon after taking her seat she 
looked up and said, "I am gone!" 
and passed away apparently with- 
out any pain. The deceased is a 
grand mother of the writer and 
a wife of William Townsend who 
never liyed to return home after 
assisting in carrying off the Indians- 
from this country many years ago. 
But by her industrious habit she 
succeeded tn raising all four of her 
children but one. She came to 
this section from South Carolina 
when the place where Dahlonega 
is now located, was in the woods, 
and nothing to mark its location 
except the miners camps, and re- 
sided fn the county ever since then 
up to the time of her death. Grand 
Ma has often told us about 'Seeinc 
the first person buried in the Dah 
lonega cemetery but it has been sc 
long ago she could not exactly lo 
cate the spot. Since then hundreds 
of persons have been numbered 
among this city of the dead, while 
she was permitted to live longer 
than any of the oldest of the num- 
ber perhaps, except one. She had 
nine brothers and sisters and out 
jived them all except one — Mr 
Milly Patton, who yet resides in 
this county. And ber children have 
all passed away except her young- 
est daughter, Mrs. Josiah White, 
who lives twelve miles above Dah- 
lonega, who too has many children 
and grand children. She belonged 
to no church but she lost no time 
in reading the Bible the day 
fore she died except while 
at her meals. The funeral i 
were conducted by Rev. W. H. 
Parks and her remains were inter- 
red by the side of one of her daugh- 
ters in the Dahlonega cemetery 
Saturday afternoon.

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Grain Weevils and Moths. 
Question.— Please give me some in- 
formation as to grain weevils and moths. 
Answer.— The granary weevil, which 
is probably the one to which you refer, 
is an indoor insect and on account of 
having lost the use of its wings does 
not venture out into the grain fields. 
The mature female punctures the grain 
•with its snout and inserts an egg, from 
which is hatched a white, fleshy, leg- 
less, larva, which feeds and develops 
within the hull. The adult weevils 
also gnaw into the grain and devour the 
mealy interior and probably do as much 
damage as the larva. 

The Angoumois grain moth is un- 
doubtedly one of the most injurious in- 
sects that we have in this state infect- 
ing the grains. It does not confine it- 
self to the grain stored in cribs and bins, 
but also attacks standing grain in the 
fields. The first white, but soon red 
eggs, are deposited between the rows of 
of body, mind and g ra in of the ears of corn either singly 
not 'i small part of or in clusters of about two dozen, both 
Ration, for it re s i* the field and in the granary.

these eggs are hatched, in four __ 
days, minute caterpillars which burrow 
into the kernels and devour the starchy 
interior. Iu about three weeks this 
^^.-rpillar reaches maturity, enters the 
chrysalis stage, and in a few days 
emerges as a winged moth, the females 
of which proceed to deposit eggs for an- 
other brood. There are five or su 
broods during one season, and they 
hibernate in the grain as caterpillars. 

A cheap and effective remedy for in- 
sects injurious to stored grain is fumi- 
gating with bisulphide of carbon. The 
bins should be made as nearly airtight 
as possible by the use of boards and 
heavy blankets; then the liquid should 
be poured into several small dishes dis- 
tributed over the grain, using from 1 
to l}4 pounds for every 100 bushels of 
grain. The liquid evaporates very rap- 
idly, and the gas being heavier than the 
air descends and permeates the whole 
mass of corn, killing all insect life with 
•which it comes in contact. The bin 
should be kept closed for six hours or 
more, and then the covering removed 
and the doors and ventilators opened. 
Bisulphide of carbon is poisonous and 
highly inflammable and fire in any shape 
should not be brought near it. It, how- 
ever, does not injure the edible or germi- 
nating principles of the grain unless 
used in great excess.

Such ashes 
contain some phosphoric acid, some 
potash and also other salts that have 
been taken up by the plant from the 
soil. There is, of course, no nitrogen 
in the ashes, that element being driven 
off by the heat of combustion. 

2. The term "South Carolina rock" 
plies that it has not been treated with 
acid. After such treatment it is known 
as acidulated South Carolina rock, 
acid phosphate. Floats is the natural 
South Carolina rock, ground to a fine 
powder.
